BY END OF WEEK 


W ashington, Nov- IO.—The predic­ 
tion repeatedly voiced 
by 
Republican 
leaders of the senate th a t this week 
would see final action a t last on r a t­ 
ification of the German peace treaty, 
caused Tuesday Nov. 18, to he fixed as 
a tentative date today for 
adjourn­ 
ment of the first session of the sixty- 
sixth congress. 
Senator Hiram Johnson, California, 
one of the unyielding foes of 
the 
treaty, said he anticipated ratification 
with reservations before the end of 
the week. Ile regards the proposed 
reservations as "worthless,” he said. 
The senate was to take up today 
majority reservation covering the bit­ 
terly disputed article IO of the league 
covenant. 
Under this reservation the 
United States would assume “no obli­ 
gation to preserve the territorial ob­ 
ligations or political influence of any 
other country or to interfere in con­ 
troversies between

the provisions of the article. 
Tile reservation also provides that 
the United States would not be obliged 
to employ its m ilitary or naval forces 
"U nder any article of the treaty for 
any purpose,” unless congress, by its 
constitutional right to declare war, 
authorizes the use of American forces 
in a foreign land by act or joint res­ 
olution.
